Jack Burkhart called the meeting to order at 8:00 p.m. A quorum of OPENING 


board members was present. 


The minutes of the last meeting, held May 18, 1983, were approved MINUTES 
as presented to the board with a motion by Herb Rodgers. Prudence 
Adams seconded the motion. All were in favor, motion carried. 


The unpaid bills against the district for May and June, 1983 were UNPAID BILLS 
presented to the board. All questions the board members has concern- 
ing these bills were answered satisfactorily by the staff. Armas 
Johnson moved that they be paid, with Herb Rodgers seconding the 
motion. All were in favor, motion carried. 


Mrs. Hitchman presented the financial report dated May 30, 1983. FINANCIAL REPORT 
She said at that date the income was average, but on June 1, 1983 

$116,000 in current & prior taxes and county land sale monies were 
received. Our revenue at this time is extremely good. The bills 

and other expenditures are average. 


Mr. Long read a letter from Roger Berg, chairman, Clatsop County CORRESPONDENCE 
Commission, requesting the use of our 12 passenger van for trans- 
porting youth within the county. The county will take care of 
any maintenance during the summer. Armas Johnson moved that the 
county be allowed to use this van, with John Christie seconding 
the motion. All were in favor, motion carried. 


Clatsop County 


Mr. Long then read a letter, received today, from Jack McRae, Astoria 1-C 
Superintendent of Astoria 1-C schools. This letter requests 
that the ESD provide some funding for a Resource Room located 
at Astoria High School for the 1983-84 school year. The ESD is 
asked to take over complete funding in 1984-85 and thereafter. 
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This letter was discussed and it was decided to wait until the July 

meeting to discuss this topic. In the meantime, the Superintendent 

was requested to find out all particulars on this subject and report 
them to the board at that time. 


A probationary contract for Peter E. Thorpe was accepted with a motion 
by Herb Rodgers, and a second by John Christie. Mr. Thorpe will be a 
vocational agriculture instructor at the Area Vocational Center, 
replacing Jacque Deeds. 


In the absence of Charles Kraus, Mr. Long reported on the computer 
study that has been carried out in the ESD. There have been meetings, 
workshops, vendors coming to the office displaying their computers 

and other studies conducted for quite some time. The committee decided 
that they would like 5 or 6 more months to complete this study before 
purchasing a computer for the ESD. It was requested that funds budgete 
in 1982-83's budget be transferred to the 1983-84 budget to cover the 
purchase of the computer. John Christie made a motion to transfer the 
funds, with Herb Rodgers seconding the motion. All were in favor, 
motion carried. This resolution will be placed in the Resolution 

Book at the main office. 


A resolution was presented to the board authorizing transfer of funds 
to the Vehicle Replacement Reserve Fund from the General Fund "Pupil 
Transportation Services". John Christie moved that this resolution 
be adopted, with Armas Johnson seconding the motion. All were in 
favor, motion carried. This resolution will also be placed in the 
"Resolution" book in the main office. 


Next on the agenda a resolution transferring funds from the General 
Fund to pay the State Unemployment Division for funds used for 
unemployment was presented. Prudence Adams moved that his resolution 
be adopted with Armas Johnson seconding the motion. All were in 

favor, motion carried. This resolution will be put in the "Resolution" 
book in the main office. 


A resolution was presented to the board adopting the budget for 1983- 
84. Armas Johnson moved that this resolution be accepted with 
Prudence Adams seconding the motion. 


Prudence Adams moved that the resolution making appropriations for the 
fiscal year 1983-84 be adopted. John Christie seconded this motion. 
All were in favor, motion carried.

A discussion was held on the employees salary negotiations for 1983- 
84. Prudence Adams moved to continue the present salaries for the 
ESD employees until negotiations are ended. Any salary changes will 
then be retroactive to July 1, 1983. John Christie seconded this 


motion. All were in favor, motion carried. 


All were in favor, motion carried, 
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The ESD employees will have a fall inservice training, September 1, 
1983. This inservice will be on the Macomb Marketing Plan, which is 
a program that teaches school employees the benefits of marketing 
school district goals. John Christie moved that this inservice be 
sponsored by the ESD for the staff members of all the districts with- 
in the ESD. Armas Johnson seconded the motion. All were in favor, 
motion carried. 


The office calendar for 1983-84 was adopted by the board with a 
motion by Herb Rodgers and a second by Prudence Adams. All were 
in favor, motion carried. 


A contract between Perry Jones and the Clatsop ESD was approved 
with a motion by John Christie and a second by Herb Rodgers. All 
were in favor, motion carried. Mr. Long and Mr. Burkhart signed 
this contract which concerns Mr. Jones' duties under his early 
retirment plan. When Mr. Jones signs the contract, it will be 
kept in the fiscal office. 


The first reading of the ammendments to the board policies concern- 
ing vacations, extended contracts and professional leave was held. 
These will be discussed further at the next regular meeting. 


A discussion was held on transportation of the Pre-school class. 
Originally the ESD board took a firm stand against providing 
transportation. Armas Johnson moved that we do not pay trans- 
portation costs with John Christie seconding the motion. All were 
in favor, motion carried. 


Regional services for the severely handicapped students were 
discussed. 


Roger Schoenborn reported on the EPA Asbestos in educational 
institutions inspection. 


Mrs. Hitchman reported on SAIF Insurance Coverage and alternatives 
to that type of insurance. Punative damages insurance for the 
administrators and board was also discussed. 


Mr. Burkhart presented Armas Johnson with a plaque in appreciation 
of his 34 years of service as a school board member in this county. 
Mr. Johnson has served on the IED/ESD board since it's beginning. 


Mr. Schoenborn reported that the tractor trade at the Area Center 
is completed now; the restroom are not completely finished; and 
Lyle Cheney was named Oregon Conservation Teacher of the year. 


Mr. Dymond reported on the vocational interest survey conducted 
for 5-J school district and other recent surveys conducted for 
vocational education. 
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Mr. Long reported on the recent OAESD Conference; Mr. Long was elected to 
the position of president-elect of the OAESD; Charles Kraus is the presi- 
dent of the ESD's Media Association; Marilyn Ball is the president of 
the ESD Secretaries. He also gave a current legislative update. 


There being no concerns of the board members, the meeting was adjourned 
at 10:10 p.m.

The regularly scheduled meeting of the E.S.D. Board was held July 20, 1983 at 
8:00 p.m. in the E.S.D. board room, 3194 Marine Drive, Astoria, Oregon.

The meeting was called to order at 8:05 p.m. by Jack Burkhart, OPENING 
chairman. A quorum of board members was present. 


The minutes of the last board meeting held June 15, 1983 were MINUTES 
presented to the board. One correction was made: on page 2 - 
paragraph titled "Declare Levy" - should read Herb Rodgers 
seconded the motion. Herb Rodgers moved to accept the corrected 
minutes. Prudence Adams seconded the motion. All were in favor, 
motion carried. 


The unpaid bills against the district for June and July, 1983 were UNPAID BILLS 
presented to the board. Prudence Adams moved to pay these bills as 

listed, with Tim Keith seconding the motion. All were in favor, 

motion carried. 


Mr. Long presented the financial report dated June 30, 1983 to the FINANCIAL 
board. He reported that more taxes were collected than anticipated; REPORT 
less prior taxes; more interest on investments was received 

and much more revenue in lieu of taxes was received. Tim Keith 
moved to accept the fincncial report, with Prudence Adams seconding 
the motion. All were in favor, motion carried. 


A unanimous ballot was cast for Jack Burkhart to serve as chairman CHAIRMAN 

of the E.S.D. Board for the 1983-84 school year. Herb Rodgers was VICE-CHAIRMAN 
unanimously elected to serve as vice-chairman of the board for the 
coming year. Prudence Adams made a motion to this effect, with Tim 
Keith seconding the motion. All were in favor, motion carried. 


Next on the agenda was the "Resolution of General Authority". This RESOLUTION OF 

resolution if filed in the "Resolution" book at the E.S.D. office. GENERAL AUTHORITY 
Herb Rodgers moved that this resolution be signed and adopted with 
Tim Keith seconding the motion. All were in favor, motion carried. 
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Jack Burkhart and George Long signed this annual "housekeeping" 
resolution. 


Tim Keith moved to accept the Resolution to levy ad valorem 
taxes. This resolution determines that as a result of the pass- 
age of $.B. 265, the revised required tax levy for 1983-84 to be 
the aggregate amount of $2,764, 152; that these taxes be levied 
upon all taxable property within the ESD and that the district 
clerk be directed to certify the levy to the county assessor. 
Jack Burkhart and George Long signed this resolution which is 
kept in the main office. Herb Rodgers seconded this motion. 

All were in favor, motion carried. Mr. Long reported on S.B. 265. 


A letter of resignation from Kathryn S. Gard was read. Tim Keith 
moved to accept her resignation with Prudence Adams seconding 

the motion. All were in favor, motion carried. Miss Gard taught 
the TMR class for the 1982-83 school year. 


Mr. Long read a letter of resignation from Harold E. Hargrove. Mr. 


Hargrove was the vision specialist for the area during the 1982-83 
school year. Herb Rodgers moved to accept this resignation with 
Tim Keith seconding the motion. 


A contract for Pamela Burres in the amount of $15,880 was approved 
by a motion from Tim Keith and a second from Prudence Adams. Miss 
Burres will be a speech pathologist with the ESD. All were in 
favor, motion carried. 


A contract for Tim Reed in the amount of $20,822 was approved by 
a motion from Prudence Adams and a second from Herb Rodgers. All 
were in favor, motion carried. Mr. Reed will be the teacher in 
the resource room at Seaside High School. 


A contract for Pam Williams in the amount of $15,456 was approved 
by a motion from Tim Keith and a second from Herb Rodgers. All 
were in favor, motion carried. 


A contract for the services of Dr. Cliff McKeen, school psychologist, 


was approved by a motion from Herb Rodgers and a second from Tim 
Keith. All were in favor, motion carried. 


A brief discussion was held on negotiations between the board 
representatives and representatives from the employees' 
association. The discussion was tabled and a meeting between 
the board and employee representatives will be held August 2nd 
at noon at the Thunderbird Restaurant. 


After a lengthy discussion it was decided to change the title 
of the Pre-School Handicapped Class to Kindergarten-Primary TMR 
Class. This class will be a full-day program. Herb Rodgers 
moved that the changes in this classroom be made, with Prudence 
Adams seconding the motion. Motion carried unanimously. 


All were in favor, motion carried. 
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After a discussion was held, Tim Keith moved that the Superintendent 
have the authority to determine the least costs of various local 
district requests and come to the next board meeting with the 
appropriate contracts. Mr. Long read correspondence from Astoria 
1-C, Lewis and Clark #5, and Warrenton #30. 


Some bids were received for the re-building of the porch and stairs 
by the 32nd Street entrance into this building. Because of a con- 
fusion of bid opening dates, Prudence Adams moved that Chuck Kraus 
be authorized to accept bids and open them July 21st. Mr. Kraus 
will determine the lowest bid that meets specifications and will 
award that bid so construction can begin as soon as is possible. 
Tim Keith seconded this motion. All were in favor, motion carried. 


The Addendums to the Professional Leave Policy, the Vacation Benefits 
Policy and the Extended Summer Work Policy were presented to the 
board. Prudence Adams moved that these clarifications of the exist- 
ing policies be adopted and made a part of the E.S.D.'s policy book. 
Tim Keith seconded the motion. All were in favor, motion carried. 


Other items of business discussed were Timber Offsets and the up- 
coming standardization visitation January 19th and 20th, 1984. 


Mr. Schoenborn reported that Peter Thorpe is now on the job; 

other staff members are also busy with painting and upkeep at 
the Area Center; replacement of flooring in the mechanics and 
elecricity/electronics classroom; and the restroom facilities. 


Mr. Kraus reported that the summer programs in the I.M.C. are 
being done. These include the equipment repair for Tillamook 
and Clatsop Counties, the co-op purchasing plan, inspecting of 
films and up-dating of the I.M.C.'s catalog. 


Don Miller reported that interviews are being held for a TMR 
teacher; the fall inservice for the staff; the speech and hearing 
department's yearly report. 


Mr. Long read the plaque that will be presented to Lyle Cheney 
for being chosen the Conservation Teacher of the Year. 


The meeting was adjourned at 9:45 p.m.

A resolution to apply for restricted certification for Diane Shaffer 
was presented to the board. Tim Keith moved that this resolution be 
approved with John Christie seconding the motion. All_ were in favor,

A resolution to apply for restricted certification for Harold F. 
Allemann was presented to the board. Prudence Adams moved that this 
resolution be approved, with Herb Rodgers seconding the motion.

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This school boards meeting necessitates the change of our next regular 
board meeting from September 21st to September 14th. 


Mr. Long reported breifly on H.B. 2120. This bill requires early 
intervention for severely handicapped children. 


Mr. Schoenborn reported on the progress of the floor repairs and 
restroom facilities at the Area Center. Also discussed was the 
burglar alarm system at the Area Center. 


Mr. Miller reported on the Special Education Classroom at Astor 
Elementary; the special ed staff in-service; balancing the 
enrollment of the Primary EMR classrooms; the 12 hours per week 
aide has been selected; and the interviewing of candidates for 
the resource room at Astoria High School.
